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Dan Power 
resigns to join 
Beckett & Raeder

Daniel Power, Van Buren Township 
Director of Planning and Economic 
Development, has resigned his position 
to join Beckett & Reckett, Inc. planning 
consultants. 

Power said he is heading to the non- 
government entity to work as a GIS 
Specialist/Community Planner. 

“It will be a pivot toward a more 
analytical role and less one involved with 
management and economic development,” 
he said. “This was more a personal 
decision to reset my schedule with the aim 
of shifting some of my time balance back 
toward family. I am fortunate to have an 
opportunity to do so.” 

Power and his wife have two preschool 
children. 

He said he has nothing but kind words 
for the people he have worked with at the 
township. 

The township is advertising in Crane’s 
Detroit Business online job posting for 
candidates to apply for Power’s position at 
an annual salary of $85,000 to $90,000. 

Beckett & Raeder is a privately held 
Michigan corporation headquartered in Ann 
Arbor with additional offices in Petoskey 
and Traverse City. The firm has a full- 
time staff including landscape architects, 
planners, civil engineers, environmental 
planners, LEED accredited professionals 
and support staff maintaining registrations 
in numerous states and certification at the 
national level. 

Power began work as planning director 
at Van Buren Township on Jan. 2, 2020. He 
had been the planning director for the past 
year for the City of Walker and Walker’s 
staff planner/zoning administrator for three 
years before that. 

He replaced Ron Akers, who resigned the

Standing room only at town hall on radioactive waste

There was standing room only at the 
three-hour-long, town-hall meeting held 
Sept. 4 at Wayne County Community 
College to discuss the radioactive waste 
coming from New York for disposal at the 
hazardous waste landfill on the North I-94 
Service Drive in Van Buren Township. 
The town hall was called by U.S. 
Congresswoman Debbie Dingell and the 
podium had politicians on one end and at 
the other end officials from the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, Michigan EGLE 
(Environment, Great Lakes, and Energy), 
Environmental Protection Agency, U.S. 
Department of Transportation, and 
Republic Waste. 
The crowd was feisty at the beginning and 
as the evening wore on, crowd members 
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got surlier. They called out slurs, such as, 
“You don’t know sh-t,” booed politicians, 
and told officials to put the radioactive 
waste in their backyards. 

After lengthy presentations by politicians 
and officials, which took more than an hour 
and 15 minutes, members of the public were 
allowed to speak for as long as they liked, 
and they lined up in an orderly manner 
down the main aisle. At the meeting’s two- 
hour mark, speakers were cut back to being 
able to speak just one minute each. This, 
too, brought cries from the crowd. They 
went on for another hour. 

Wayne County Executive Warren Evans 
said that two years ago they met at WCCC 
about waste and, “We don’t need to meet 
here every two years when somebody 
breaks a story,” he said. 

“The question then was why didn’t we 


know?” he recalled, adding, “We were told 
we would know and we didn’t.” He said 
two years ago the county was told it would 
be informed of what was coming to the 
hazardous landfill. 

Evans said the waste that is coming is not 
rated extremely high and could be shared 
with other landfills. 

He referred to a story from The Detroit 
Free Press from two years ago and from 
this summer’s Free Press story that both 
stirred up public anger. 

Congresswoman Dingell said she learned 
from The Free Press what was coming and 
then called the county and they learned 
from that newspaper as well. That’s not the 
way it was supposed to be, she said. 

Then she said she always calls on U.S. 
Congresswoman Rashida Tlaib for issues

like these. 

Dingell said the site began as a landfill 
in 1954 or 1959 and in 1979 was certified 
for hazardous waste. In 2013, radioactive 
waste was permitted. She said Republic 
now owns the site, which is regulated by 
EGLE and EPA. 

Tlaib said, “We just want to be safe” 
and US Ecology was fined $1 million for 
violations in their South Detroit site which 
is now owned by Republic. She said in 
August that Republic’s Wayne Disposal 
had a violation but she doesn’t know what 
it was for. 

State Rep. Reggie Miller, D-Van Buren 
Township, said she wants to shut down 
Wayne Disposal. She said she and Sen. 
Darrin Camilleri, D-Trenton, are working 
on a bill to raise dumping fees in the state 
from the current 35 cents a ton to more like 
those states that charge $58 a ton. 

Sen. Camilleri said the bill was ready but 
they couldn’t get support to get it passed so 
it will be presented in November. 

Members of the Wayne County 
Commission and local mayors and township 
supervisors stood to be recognized but did 
not speak. 

A Lieutenant/Colonel of the Army Corps 
of Engineers explained how FUSRAP 
(Formerly Utilized Sites Remedial Action 
Program) works and said there were 
no FUSRAP accidents in transporting 
hazardous materials so far. 

Someone in the audience called out, “You 
say how safe it is. Put it in your backyard!” 

Liz Browne, director of the Materials 
Management Division at EGLE, said 
the Supreme Court declared waste was 
a commodity and Michigan cannot ban 
out-of-state waste. She said there are no 
requirements for notifying anyone, but 
they will notify the appropriate person at 
Wayne County moving forward. 

Browne said radon is the second leading 
cause of lung cancer and her department 
deals with radon, too. 

She said the landfill is up for license 
renewal and in November EGLE will have 
a hearing session and then have the formal 
hearing in the spring. She said those who 
live within a certain distance from the 
landfill will get a notice in the mail. 

The director of solid and hazardous waste 
for Region 5 of the EPA, based in Chicago, 
said the states run most of the waste 
program, although the EPA oversees it. 

A representative of the U.S. Department 
of Transportation said accidents are rare 
as hazardous waste is moved across the 
country, which brought loud hoots from 
the audience. 

First speaker from the audience at 
the microphone was Heather Smiley 
of Riverview, who is the Republican 


candidate for Congress opposing Dingell 
in November. She listed things that she 
said were wrong and Dingell got a little 
testy. 

The next speaker noted that radioactive 
water and soil was coming to the township 
landfill and she wanted to know where they 
put the water. She was told it was treated 
and then released into the county drainage 
system. The official later said people in 
this area do not drink ground water and 
members of the audience yelled out, “Lies, 
lies.” 

The third speaker said she lives three 
miles from the site and was a military 
brat and now is a wife and mother. She 
told stories of a family that lives seven 
miles from the landfill who had multiple 
members die of cancer. She asked for the 
lifespan of the storage tanks and was told 
they do not use storage tanks. 

Chris Donley, who said he is on the 
Belleville | Downtown Development 
Authority and chairs its marketing 
committee, said the landfill is not in 
Belleville, as some reporters have said, 
but is in Van Buren Township. He said the 
erroneous reports set the DDA back about 
20 years in its marketing and, “Thank you 
for that!” 

He said there were nine fires in nine years 
at the landfill, with one going on for days. 
He said Van Buren Fire Fighters had to 
help after the landfill ran out of foam. He 
said the fire fighters didn’t know what to 
do there. 

“When it comes to radioactive materials, 
there are no small accidents,” Donley said. 

Dale Binecki, a Republican who is 
running to unseat Democrat Reggie Miller 
as state representative in the November 
election, said that evening’s event was for 
the politicians and it was “la, la, la, la, la,” 
the same old song. He said people do not 
trust those in office. 
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He accused Rep. Miller of voting to take 
wind and solar zoning decisions away from 
municipalities after she got 2,000 emails 
against the legislation. He said she said she 
wouldn’t vote for it and then she did. 

Miller, who had an aisle seat next to the 
public microphone started talking loudly 
over him and then jumped up from her seat 
and comfronted him, waving in his face, 
and trying to keep him from speaking. 

Congresswoman Tlaib called for order 
and asked them to look at the long line 
behind them of people waiting to speak. 

State Rep. Jim DeSana, R-Ash Township, 
said the swamp is running things and there 
is corporate money going to politicians. 
He said he just pulled one report, but he 
said Republic Services donated money to 
several politicians, including $2,500 to 
Wayne County Executive Evans and $500 
to Rep. Miller. 

Rep. Miller called out, interrupting him 
and asking who he said gave her money 
and then denied knowing anything about 
it, shaking her head. Evans took the 
microphone, said he had been in office 
for ten years, and accused Rep. DeSana of 
going sideways instead of ahead. 

Mike Long of Van Buren Township said 
when he worked for Van Buren Township 
in the 1970s, he filed suit against the landfill 
and got an injunction, but the township was 
not successful in stopping them. 

Long said he has talked to Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara and suggested monitors 
be added at the middle school and 
community center to catch anything toxic 
in the air or water. 

He also said the Department of Defense 
has adopted a new procedure to take blood 
samples and DNR from amphibians and 
reptiles because that’s who absorb the 
toxins first. He suggested the Army Corps 
of Engineers add that kind of test as the first 
testing before they have to look at people. 


Other topics of speakers were property 
values, this being a target area for a bomb 
that could hit two airports and the landfill, 
and transparency. 

The speakers went on and as the meeting 
continued members of the audience left 
and there were lots of seats for those who 
had been standing. 

Wayne County Executive Evans ended 
the session, saying that the officials are 
following the laws in place and, “I don’t 
like toxic materials in Wayne County.” He 
said the worst health among residents of 
the state is in Wayne County. 

Evans asked officials to let the police 
and fire departments know when toxic 
materials are being transported in. He 
asked the audience to not just go home 
at the end of the meeting, but to support 
legislation that will help solve the problem. 

Van Buren Township recorded the 
meeting and it is available on its YouTube 
channel. 


Belleville council special 
meeting to consider 
joining joint law suit 
Belleville Mayor Ken Voigt has called 
a special city council meeting for 6 p.m. 
Friday, Sept. 13, to consider joining in 
a law suit regarding the transport and 
disposal of hazardous material at Wayne 
Disposal in Van Buren Township. 

The city’s new law firm, the Kelly 
Firm, is expected to be at the meeting to 
coordinate with the environmental attorney 
in partnership with Canton and Van Buren 
townships, said city manager Jason Smith. 

Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
held a special meeting on Tuesday, Sept. 
10, to go into closed session on a legal 
matter, but this was past the Independent 
deadline for this week’s edition.

School Board to 
vote on 100+ board 
policy changes 


At Monday’s regular meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education, 
board president Amy Pearce presented 
more than 100 updates to the board policy, 
as recommended by the board’s law firm, 
Thrun. 

Many have to do with changes in the law 
so the policy will comply with current law. 
Innumerable are the changes to the “parent/ 
guardian” language to just “Parent” with a 
capital “P” to designate whoever is in that 
capacity. 

Also, “his or her” is now “their” to get 
away from gender. There were 13 new legal 
changes for Title IX subjects, including 
providing a time and place for students and 
staff to breast feed infants. 

Then, due to the law, if the district passes 
any new bonds it will have to pay prevailing 
wage. The current bonds are grandfathered 
in. Also, there is a new procedure on how 
weapons are turned over to law enforcement 
and that hairstyle and makeup are not reasons 
for discipline. 

Another policy is that if free lunches go 
away, there will be no negative balance for 
students who can’t pay but will eat. 

At the end of the long session, Pearce said 
because of the law, the district does not have 
to display the American flag in a prominent 
place at each school building, but this 
school district is displaying the flag and will 
continue to do so. 

You can get the 200 pages where the 
changes are held to look them over before the 
board votes on them at its Sept. 23 meeting.

Ivonna Goff, president of the Belleville 
High School Class of 2025 and president 
of the student council, - 
spoke to the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board = 
of Education from 
her seat at the board 
table as student board && 
member at Monday’s $ 
regular meeting. 

Ivonna said she also 
is part of the Michigan 
Association of School Boards’ board of 
delegates and just got back from Lansing. 
She said she is intent on leadership and 
instigating change. 

Ivonna told of changes she is working 
on at the high school, including the Fusion 
class which features lessons in Spanish and 
French for 10 weeks to give them a taste 
of each before the students decide which 
language they wish to learn in depth. 

Ivonna also is a member of the student 
advisory committee to School Supt. Pete 
Kudlak. She announced BHS Homecoming 
dance is Oct. 12 and Sept. 13 is the 
deadline for nominations for Homecoming 
King and Queen, which will be based on 
accomplishments, not be a popularity 
contest.

City manager Jason Smith said the last 
city manager instituted a bimonthly billing, 
but for those living paycheck to paycheck it 
is difficult, so he recommends the monthly 
billing.

KCI does the city’s utility billing and it 
gave a quote on an 8.5”x11” piece of paper. 
Councilwoman Julie Kissel has volunteered 
to edit the newsletter. Smith said he would 
write it. 

The KCI quote was for processing the 
newsletter by folding it and putting it in the 
envelope for $573.77 and adding postage 
of $600, which is what the city pays now 
for postage. It does not have a bulk mail 
designation. The cost of billings now is paid 
out of the water/sewer department budget. 

Smith said they should wait until they 
have all the new meters installed before 
beginning and that would be about the 
first of January. A fall newsletter would 
announce leaf pickup. 

KCI’s quote was approved by the council. 
Mayor Pro-Tem Kelly Bates was absent and 
excused from the meeting. 

In other business at the one-hour-five- 
minute meeting, the council: 

e Held a public hearing on the Five-Year 
Parks Plan Refresh without comment. City 
manager Jason Smith said there was no 
public input in the 30 days it was out for 
review. He said it will be sent to the DNR 
and the city will qualify for park grants; 

e Voted to hold a joint meeting at 6:30 
p.m., Wednesday, Oct. 2, between the 
city council, planning commission, and 
Downtown Development Authority to 
discuss the master plan; 

e Approved in a consent-agenda vote, a 
Pop-Up Market sponsored by the Belleville 
Central Business Community from 5 to 8 
p.m. on Sept. 19 and Oct. 17 in the Fourth 
Street Square. This would include some 12 
to 15 vendors and farmers that also go to 
the farmers market, to enhance the Third

e Approved in a consent-agenda vote, the 
Egan’s Pub annual Witches Ball from 7 p.m. 
to midnight on Oct. 18 on the Fourth Street 
Square under a tent. About 150 costumed 
women are expected to attend to celebrate 
Halloween and raise money for Guiding 
Harbor; 

e Approved on a consent-agenda vote 
Egan’s Pub annual St. Patrick’s Day 
Celebration from noon to 10 p.m. on March 
17, 2025 at the Fourth Street Square where 
a tent will be erected. About 400 to 500 
people are expected throughout the day; 

e Took no action on a proposal to repair 
the rear city hall parking lot where police 
officers park. The area is prone to flooding, 
has dips, and fall hazards, Smith said. Smith 
presented a repair quote from CB Asphalt 
Paving for grading and putting gravel on 
the area for $6,500 and for grading and then 
asphalting for $17,500. Mayor Voigt said 
he doesn’t know how long it will be before 
they leave city hall, so paving isn’t a good 
option. He said he would like to try doing 
the repair work in house, reminding Smith 
that anything over $5,000 requires a sealed 
bid. Smith will look into options; 

e Tabled to the next meeting a proposal to 
install a whole-house generator for the fire 
department. They had received three quotes: 
$29,925 from Preventive Maintenance, 
$42,344 from Allied Building Servicees, 
and $20,016 from AAA Service Network, 
plus a gas meter upgrade from DTE, which 
is about $200. Mayor Voigt said before they 
make a decision he would like to have the 
whole cost, plus the DTE part. He said he 
can’t believe the fire department has not had 
a generator for so long. He said they have 
a fire call and electricity is out, they would 
have to pull out the generator, start it and to 
open the door to go on a run; 

e Approved accounts payable and 
departmental expenditures more than 
$500, including to Advanced Underground 
Inspection of $4,218.75 for sewer inspection 
and cleaning at Church and Third Street 
and $5,500.95 for sewer cleaning and TV 
in Victoria Commons; and to Williams 
Emergency Vehicles, $15,459.19 for 
outfitting 2024 police department Tahoe 


vehicle #225; 

e Heard Darlene Slupski, secretary of the 
Senior Co-Op on Sumpter Road tell of their 
problem with the lot next door to the co-op 
owned by Davenport Brothers Construction 
that had weeds, equipment, bricks, piles 
of gravel. She said it took three calls to 
the police department before the lot was 
mowed. She said they have fears of mice, 
rats, snakes, and allergies. She presented a 
petition signed at their meeting asking the

evaluations of other employees. He said 
the Return to Learn law has been repealed; 

e Heard Supt. Kudlak say the legislators 
think they are helping the schools when 
they make decisions and the schools buy 
the books they are supposed to have and 
then the legislators are gone after two 
years and the districts start over. He would 
like them to ask the professionals and 
students what is needed, not the legislators. 
Kudlak said what the schools need is “less 
Lansing”; 

e Heard Kudlak note that students K-8 
need a parent with them to attend a football 
game and the students will not be able to 
just be dropped off like in the past. High 
school students from any school wishing to 
attend the football game need to show their 
student ID, he said. Goff said since tickets 
are now available online, students’ whole 
ID is brought up at the gate when they are 
checked in; and 

e Heard board member Calvin Hawkins 
say his heart goes out to Georgia in the 
wake of the school shooting. He said when 
he was young, the students did tornado 
drills and went to the corner of the room. 
Now, he said, they do active shooter drills. 
He said academics are important, but 
keeping the students and staff safe is most 
important. He said the district has cameras 
and special doors. He said he would be fine 
with spending $2 million to put an entrance 
in, so everybody is safe. Treasurer Simone 
Pinter said, “I’m all in favor of metal 
detectors.”

city to help. City manager Jason Smith said 
this situation is on the city’s radar. He said 
Davenport’s permit to build at that site has 
now expired and now they have to start 
over. She was told to give the petition to the 
city manager; 

¢ Heard Chuck Johnson, who was present 
with his wife Angie, ask for information 
on the radioactive waste coming to the 
hazardous landfill. Mayor Voigt advised 
them to attend the town hall at Wayne 
County Community College the next day 
to get the details. He said he didn’t want to 
tell them anything that might not be exactly 
accurate since the landfill isn’t in the city. 
[The Johnsons had tried to attend a regular 
Van Buren Township meeting earlier in the 
day, but found once they got there that it had 
been cancelled due to lack of an agenda. 
The Johnsons were leaving on vacation 
before the WCCC town hall and hoped the 
city could explain the situation. ]; 

e Heard Carol Caldwell of Harbour Pointe 
Drive ask why her roadway is not being 
paved at the subdivision because she has 
huge holes and rocks thrown into her yard. 
Mayor Voigt said the city can’t afford to do 
more than the horseshoe streets planned. 
City manager Smith said they got a grant 
for $175,000 and will clean out the street 
funds available. The total project would be 
$750,000. Mayor Voigt said all streets in 
the city are in bad condition because they 
have been let go year after year. He said 
her subdivision is the worst and the city’s 
engineer said the horseshoe is the worst. 
Caldwell said the engineer needs to be fired. 
Mayor Voigt said they are trying to do it 
without raising taxes and there are other 
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streets they are targeting. He asked her to 
give the city manager her address and the 
city will address her hole; 

e Heard city manager Smith report the 
Harbour Pointe work will be done by 
October. He said they will work on one lane 
at a time to allow access and cure time is 
five days. Trash carts have been delivered 
to all of Belle Villa and Priority Waste will 
pick up empty containers on Sept. 9. He said 
the alley from Wabash to Henry was torn up 
today in order to grade it and gravel it and 
asphalt or pave it with asphalt or cement 
with leftovers from the other street work. 
Sidewalk work has started and they are 
looking at trees. He said he and the mayor 
will be at the Michigan Municipal League 
conference on Mackinac Island Sept. 11-13; 

e Heard councilman Randy Priest report he 
was out walking his dog and he almost fell 
on his face because of a sidewalk that was 
greatly uneven; 

e Heard councilwoman Kissel say the 
Fourth Street Square clock needs to be fixed. 
Assistant city manager Steve Jones said he 
will find out how to fix it. The controls are 
in the base of the clock, he said. Kissel also 
said in her volunteer work at city hall, she 
has found blueprints that the city no longer 
needs to retain and she will work at giving 
them back to the homeowners; 

e Heard Mayor Voigt say he is encouraged 
about the city’s new newsletter because 
the city is not communicating well with 
its people. He said they will use social 
media, website, and newsletter as well as 
the newspaper. He said he has had nothing 
but good experience with the kids at the 
high school and “The Dance Team is very 
cool.” He said the Veteran Banners will be 
going up and those interested can submit 
applications to the city’s treasurer’s office to 
apply for a banner.

Dept. of Education releases M-STEP test scores on reading, math 


On Aug. 28, the Michigan Department of 
Education released the results of the 2024 
Michigan Student Test of Educational 
Progress taken last spring. 

The M-STEP test results showed that only 
39.6% of Michigan third-graders passed 
the state’s English language arts (ELA) 
test, the lowest score for the last 10 years. 

The number was 40.9% in 2023, 41.6% 
in 2022, and 42.8% in 2021, according to 
test data. 

The pre-pandemic level in 2019 showed 
that 45% of third graders scored proficient 
or higher in reading on the test.
